Washington. December 18.—Admiral 
Schley, through his counsel, today filed 
with the secretary of the navy the bill 
of exceptions to the majority findings of 
4 court of inquiry and also a letter ask- 
ing to be allowed to be heard in connec- 
tion with the objections to be filed by at- 
eve for Admiral Sampson to the in- 
‘@avidual opinion of Admiral Dewey. This 
action was taken after Mr. Raynor, Mr. 
Teague and Captain Parker, of counsel, 
had held a consultation throughout the 
day with their client. Secretary Long, 
gimoat immediately after the receipt of 
the communications, called Judge Advyo- 
. ¢hte Lemly and the eclicittor for the de- 
partment, Mr. Hanna, into conference. 
At its conclusion the secretary said that 
he bad no statement to make regarding 
any action that he might take in the 
premises. He, however, indicated to Mr. 
Teague, through the judge advocate, that 
hé would not hear an oral argument by 
Mr. Raynor regarding Admiral Samp- 
gon's protest, but that he would receive 
@ Written statement. 

Tt was expected that counsel] for Ad-

Aurora Confirms the Story. 

In answer to a telegram sent by Th2 
Constitution, the following confirmation 
was receivd at midnight: 

Aurora, Ills., December 18.—(Special.)— 
It is en open secret that D. A. Belden will 
take charge of an Atlanta street railway 
system on the first of the year. F. M. 
Zimmerman succeeds him here. 

D. A. Belden began- his railway career 
in Aurora in 1290, when he resigned a po- 
sition as accountant in the Aurora na- 
tional’ bank to become assistant treasurer 
of the Aurora Street Railway Company. 
The ‘plant of the Aurora company was 
then in process of installation, and a year 
later Mr. Belden was installed as general 
manager of a system of 12 miles of rail- 
way. During .the. first. three years of 
his administration the track mileage of 
the system was doubled. 

Mr. Belden then devoted his attention 
to building the Aurcra and Geneva sub- 
urban line, 15 miles in length, and whicna 
stands today a model of its kind, in 
roadbed and equipment, unsurpassed by 
any similar road in. the country. -The 
building of the Geneva end of this sub- 
urban line was bitterly fought by sev- 
eral Chicago milHonaires whase coun- 
try. places the road invaded, and «he case 
went thrice to the supreme court of IIli- 
ncis before the road was finally com- 
picted. In 1899 Mr. Belden took a con- 
tract fcr building the Aurora, Yorkville 
and Morris suburban line, some 30 miles 
long, which read was completed the same 
year. One year ago when ali the prop- 
erties mentioned, together with the elec- 
tric system of other cities in this vicinity 
were purchased by a Cleveland, Ohfo, 
syndicate, Mr. Belden, together with other 
officials of the old company, handed in 
their resignations. Mr. Belden is about 
37 years old and unmarried. His parents 
are well-to-do farmers who reside = at 
Kaneville, Ils. :

EVERY WINDOW IN HALL 
WAS BROKEN BY ROCKS 


——— 


Ugly Rushes Made for Speaker and 
Police Were Soon Overpowered. 
It Is Said One Man Has 
Died of Injuries 
Received. 


London, December 18.—David Idoy4d- 
Gecrge, M. P., in speaking in Birming- 
ham town hal tonight, precipitated a 
scene unprecedented in that city since the 
Astcn park riots, 

The majority of the audience were hos- 
tile to the speaker and were enraged by 
his pro-Boer and anti-Chamberliain ut- 
terances. 

The feeling against Mr. Lloyd-George 
has been go strong during the past week 
that even tickets were forged to enable 
the “jingoes’’ to gain admission to the 
town hall. This compelled the liberal as- 
gcciation to print different tickets, but 
its effcrts to exclude their opponents were 
quite vain. The students of Birmingham 
university, which wes founded br the 
efforts of Mr.. Thamberlain, held a meet- 
ing cf protest ‘yesterday and crowds were 
awaiting admission to the buflding long 
before the doorg of the town hall were 
opened. The building filled quickly and it 
was immediately seen that trouble was 
coming. 

Hisses, Hoots and Songs. 

While the crganist wes playing the dis- 
seutients began to cing ‘Britons Never 
Will Be Slaves,” and kept it up uwntil the 
organist was compelled to desist. Then 
cheers were raised for “Joe H."” 
White flage were unfurled among 
deafening sheuts: of ‘**Traitor”’ as 
Mr. Lloyd-George and his friends 
appeared on the platform, All attempts 
ef speech-making wWere futile, owtng to 
the continuous din of hissing, hooting 
amd singing. The speakere perforte had 
to content themselves with dictating a 
few sentences in the ears of the reporters, 
These were mainly cf protest against the 
agitation caused by the ‘“‘fSingo’’ press. 

In the .meantime the enormous crowd 
cutside the building had become more 
acy and menacing. Presently a stone 
ceme through a window. This caused a 
stampede among the occupants of the 
gallery. From this time forward pan- 
demonium reigned in the bullding and 
ugly rushes were made for the platforn. 
The police were gsocn overpowered. Mr. 
Licyd-George and his friends were com- 
pelled to rctreat tc an. inner room for 
safety. They were unable to leave the 
building for fear of mob violence and 
were thus kept prisoners until a late hour, 
when Mr. Lloyd-Gecrge, disguised as a 
chief constable, left the town hall with 
a posse of policemen. Many constables 
vere s«riously tnjured in their attempts 
to clear, the streets, which they did not 
succeed in doing until a heavy downfall 
of rain and. sleet came to their assistance. 
The tewn hall .was ccmpletely wrecked, 
not a single window being left whole. 

One Man Is Dead. 

It is rumored that one civilian has died 
of injurics received. SeVeral arrests for 
resisting the police have -been made. At 
a meeting held cutgide the town hall res- 
Olutions of confidence in the government 
vere adopted. The meeting sent the fol- 
iowing telegram to Mr. Chamberlain: 

“Lloyd-George, the traitor, was not al- 
lowed to say a word. The citizens have 
pasced a resolution expressing confidence 
in the government and their admiration 
of your unique and fearless services for 
king and country.”

T. Halsey and Mrs. Ashby Blythe, pres- 
ident and secretary, respectively, of the 
General Dabney A. Maury chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, of Phila- 
delphia. Mrs. Halsey and Mrs. Blythe 
came to Washington to consult the pres- 
ident and secretary of war regarding the 
removal to Richmond cf the bodies of 121 
unknown confederate soldiers buried in 

the cemetery at Germantown, Pa. 

The president and secretary of war do 
not have authority to grant the remcval, 
but Senator Pritchard will introduce a 
jvint resolution in ccngress granfing au- 
thority for the removal. The bodies of 
the unknown soldiers were originally 
buried at Bristol, Tenn., but were re- 
moved to Germantown.

In consideration of this agreement to consolidate the properties of the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company and the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, Mr. Atkinson agrees to pay into the city treasury $50,000 for the 
privilege of: making physical connections and for,the right to operate 
Power company cars over the Whitehall street viaduct..

The conference committee of council 
and H. M. Atkinson have agreed upon 
terms for consolidation of the properties 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany and the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany. This agreement will be presented 
to council this afternoon for considera- 
tion. 

The most important provisions of this 
agreement deal with the question of 
taxes.

This proposed consolidation includes all 
of the properties of the two railway com- 
panies and the Georgia Electric Light 
Company. The Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company consists of the railway 
company proper, the electric light com- 
pany and the steam heating company. 

It is stated that the gress receipts of 
the two companies for this year amounts 
to $1,250,000. If the gross receipts for 1902 
amount to that figure the city will be en- 
titled to receive -$12,500 as a tax on gross 
receipts and this, added to the $27,500 on 
the ad valorem taxation, would bring wa 
revenue of $40,000 to the city for the first 
year under the agreement.

Not a Shred of Testimony Favorable 
to Schley Was Given Consider- 
ation by Benham and Ram-

despite the fact that by overwhelming 
weight of testimony this charge Was en- 
tirely disproved. 

11. The majority of the court have 
based their opinion in reference to the 
retrograde movement upon a statement 
made in their report of facts, that Com- 
modore Schley, before sailing from Cien- 
fuegos, received reliable information that 
ships could be coaled in the vicinity of 
Cape Cruz and Gonaives channel, and it 
is now respectfully denied that there was 
any such positive testimony in this case; 
every witness with one exception who was 
examined on the subject disavowed all 
knowledge in reference thereto, and the 
uncontradicted testimony of Captain F. 
E. Cook establishes the fact that the offi- 
cial charts with which the flagship 
Brooklyn was supplied, and upon which 
Commodore Schley was compelled to rely 
for information, showed coaling at Cape 
Cruz to be neither feasible nor practi- 
cable, and the records clearly show that 
not until the 27th of May, three days 
after leaving Cienfuegos, when Captain 
Charles 8S. Cotton visited the flagship 
Brooklyn, did Commodore Schley receiv2 
eny definite information concerning the 
feasibility or practicability of coaling his 
ships from a collier in Gonaives channel, 
all of which facts have been wholly ig- 
nored by the majority of the court in 
formulating their said report of facts. 


Ignored Sigsbee’s Report. 

12. The majority of the court, in stating 
in its report of facts that Commodore 
Schley received positive information from 
the scgut ships as to the presence of the 
enemy's fleet in the harbor of Santiago, 
utterly ignores the overwhelming testi- 
mony in proof of the fact that Captain 
Cc. D. Sigsbee did actually report to Com- 
modore Schley, and to others, that the 
Spanish fleet was not in the harbor of 
Santiago. 

13 The opinion of the majority of the 
court and the report of facts is entirely 
silent on the subject of the proven and 
admitted failure of Captains Wise and 
Jewell to communicate the information 
they had received in reference to the 
presence of the Spanish fleet in the -har- 
bor of Santiago to Commodore Schley. 

@. That the report of facts submitted 
by the court states that the conditions of 
winds, sea and weather from noon on 
May 26 to June 1 were favorable for 
taking coal from a collier at sea off 
Santiago, when this statement has been 
directly controverted by the evidence. of 
the witnesses for the government. 

15. The tables prepared by government 
experts and admitted in evidence before 
the court, showing the coal supply of the 
vessels of the flying sawadron, with ref- 
erence to their chasing capacity, pro- 
ceeding at full speed, with forcea 
draught, have not even been adverted to 
in the report of facts. 

16. There has not been the slightest 
reference made by the majority of the 
court to the ordérs of the honorable 
secretary of the navy, offered and proved 
in evidence, forbidding the hazarding of 
American ships against shore batteries, 
and the court has decided against the 
applicant against the seventh specifica- 
tion of the precept, without in the slight- 
est degree, referring to this important 
evidence. 

17. The majority of the court have en- 
tirely failed to give any opinion as to 
the character of the blockade of Santi- 
ago, although the same was _ included 
in the eighth specification of the precept, 
and by specific direction=the court was 
obligated to give an opinion thereon. 

18. The majority opinion of the court 
that Commodore Schley should have en- 
deavored to capture or destroy the Span- 
ish vessels at anchor near the entrance 
of Santiago harbor, on May 29 
and that he did not do his utmost with 
the force under his command to capture 
or, destroy the Colon and other vessels 
of the enemy, on May 31, is wholly at 
variance with the orders under. which 
Commodore Schley was acting before 
Santiago. Said orders, as is attested by 
No. 8, dated May 21, 1898, and sent by 
Admiral Sampson to Commodore Schley, 
restricting his operation to the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a blockade of 
the port.of Santiago, if the enemy should 
be found. therein: and also said opinion 
is utterly and absolutely at variance with 
the overwhelming we'ght of testimony 
which clearly established the fact that 
the affair of May 31 was predetermined 
upon and executed as a reconnaissance 
and not as a formal attack upon the 
Spanish vessels nor upon. the land bat- 
teries at the entrance to the harbor of 
Santiago. 

Loop of the Brooklyn. 
19. The majority opinion of the court

F. E. Cook to the contrary, without even 
referring to it in their statement of per- 
tinent facts. , 

24. The majority opinion of the court 
that Commodore Schley‘'s conduct in con- 
nection with the events of the Santiago 
campaign, prior to June 1, 1898, was char- 
acterized by vacillation, dilatoriness and 
lack of enterprise, is in no wise justified 
by the evidence “submitted in the case 
and could only have been arrived at by 
the action of the court in wholly ‘ignor- 
ing all of the evidénte of Commodore 
Schley. all of the evidence of witnesses 
summoned in his behalf, and all that por- 
tion of the evidence of witnesses called 
by the judge advocate, which was favor- 
able to the said Commodore Schley. 

25. The majority opinion of the court 
is inconclusive in that it is entirely silent 
upon a charge preferred by the judge ad- 
vocate during the course ef the public 
investigation and claimed by him to come 
within the purview of the first specifica- 
tion, to-wit: That the said Commodore 
Schley was derelict in the discharge of 
his daty and unmindful of the regulations 
for the government of the navy of the 
United States in that he did not prescribe 
and promulgate anticipatory orders of 
battle. 

26. The majority of the court have en- 
tirely failed to determine as to who was 
in command of the American naval forces 
engaged in the battle of Santiago, the 
finding of which fact was absolutely nec- 
essary in order to determine properly the 
first specification of the precept as to 
the conduct of Commodore Schley in 
connection with the events of the San- 
tiago campaign. 

Rejected Schley Evidence. 

27. The majority of the court have re- 
jected the whole of the testimony offered 
on behalf of the applicant, and have not 
adverted to such testimony, and have en- 
tirely ignored the testimony of the appli- 
cant, who was on the stand for many 
hours and subjected to the most search- 
ing examination; and by so doing they 
have perverted the ends of a. That 
if this testimony was all false they 
Should have so announced, and if all or 
any part of it was true, the said applicant 
was entitled to the-benefit of it, and by 
declining to consider or pass upon it they 
have deprived him of his common law 
and constitutional rights. 

28. That the majority of the court found 
the applicant guilty tipon specifications 
Which were substantially abandoned by 
the judge advocate, ag will appear from 
argument in the case. 

29. That the whole proceedings show 
that the majority of the court, in the 
opinion and report of facts rendered, 
have selected the testimony of a few 
hostile witnesses and upen that testi- 
mony have based the said opinion and 
report of facts, discarding all the other 
testimony in the case, without making 
the slightest reference to it, as they were 
directed by the precept to do. 

30. The applicant, besides the reasons 
herein given, hopes to be able during the 
further investigation of this inquiry to 
adduce other serious and important rea- 
sons why the majority opinion of the 
court should not be approved. 

31. The applicant is prepared to show 
that the whole proceedings upon the part 
of the majority of the court have been 
entirely irregular; that his rights have 
been prejudiced and ignored; that his 
testimony in many more particulars than 
have been herein cited has not been con- 
sidered, and that the evidence is abso- 


-lutely insufficient to sustain the opinion 


which has been rendered by the majority 
of the court. That a grave injustice has 
been committed, which would become ir- 
reparable and be perpetuated unless this 
opinion of the majority of the court 
should be disapproved. 

Wherefore, the said applicant most re- 
spectfully prays that approval-of the 
opinion of the majority of said court of 
inquiry be withheld and that said opinion 
be disapproved and that he may be af-

Only Five Provinces Are Dis- 
turbed by Insurgents, Ac- 
cording to Commission. 


RECENT WAR CONDITIONS 
HAVE CAUSED LADRONISM 


Government Partly of Americans 
and Partly of Filipinos Recom- 
mended for All Time To 
Come—Representation 
at Washington. 


Washington, December 18.—Provision 
for a permanent civil government and 
for much important legislation regarding 
the industrial development of the Phil- 
ippines is embodied in the annual report 
of the Philippine commission. 

It ig declared that the federal party 
spread like wildfire throuchaut the ar- 
chipelago, and there are few towns in 
anv of the provinces which have not 
their federal committees. The numbers 
of the party were most active and ef- 
fective in inducing insurgent leaders to 
surrender. It is declared by the commis- 


sion that: 
“Outside of Batangas, Cebu, Bohol, 


Samar and Mindoro there is peace in the 
remainder of the archipelago. All in- 
surrectos have surrendered, and, in most. 
of the provinces except among the Lako 
Moris, it is @tirely safe during the day 
for travelers unattended to go from one 
town to another. In other provinces, 
recent war conditions and suffering and 
hardship from cattle pest and locusts 
have developed ladronism. The people 
are friendly to the civil government 
and manifest no desire whatever for @ 
continuance of the war, but only a desire 
for peace and protection.” 


Future of Filipinos. 


Taking up the question of the politi- 
cal future of the Filipinos, it is declared 
that the theory upon which the commis- 
sion is- proceeding is that the only possi- 
ble method of instructing the Filipino 
people in methods of free institutions 
and self-government is to make a gov- 
ernment partly of Americans and partly 
of Filipinos, with ultimate control 
American hands for all time to come. 
Less than 10 per cent of the people. speak 
Spanish and the educated people, under 
the influence of Spartsh teaching, have 
but a faint conception of real civil liber- 
ty and the mutual sélf-restraints requir- 
ed for its maintenance, The commission 
has already, however, estabNshed munl- 
cipal suffrage in the pacified parts of the 
islands and have limited the suffrage to 
those who can read and write English 
or £panish, or who own property of the 
value of $250, pay an annual tax of $16 
or have been municipal officers. Thus 
far only 49,523 electors have qualified un- 
der trese provisions out of a population 
of 2,695,801 in 390 municipalities, showing 
only 18.37 electors per 1,000 inhabitants. 
This is only about 10 per cent of the 
number which would qualify of the popu- 
lation under the American law. any 
of the common people, the commission be- 
lieve, will be brought within these quali- 
ficatiow;: in one generation by the wide- 
spread system of education which is be- 
ing inaugurated. 

T> ir.press upon the Filipinos the Amer- 
ican system of government the commis 
sion suggests the continuance for two 
years of the existing powers of the com- 
mission. Then a representative govern- 
ment is to be formed, composed of.a civil 
governor, a legisiative council and‘a pop- 
ular assembly, the powers of the latter 
being closely. limited so as to prevent 
it from choking the govérnment in mak- 
ing the budget, in fits of passion or 
through. inexperience, 


Representatives in Congress, 


The president of the United States is 
to -have absolute veto power. The 
Filipinos should also have the right to 
be represented before congress and the 
exeCative government at Washington by 
two delegates. 

The commission propose to settle the 
vexed question of land titles by legisla- 
tion providing for the sale of public 
lands upon the homestead principle and 
the payment through a bond issue of the 
rice of the lands now held by the relig- 
ous orders. A 50 per cent reduction in 
the tariff on Philippine imports into the 
United States would, it is said, increase 
our trade by leaps and bounds. Other 
recommendations are, in substance, that 
the present system of timber cutting 
under license be continued; that mining 
and incorporation laws be passed; that 
the commission be permitted to confer 
charters upon railways and to aid them 
by grants of lands guaranteeing Icw in- 
terest upon the investments; forohably 
the total obligation would not exceed” 
$1,650,000); that laws be passed providing 
for coinage on the gold standard with 
local silver currency and for a system 
of national banks and land mortgages.

ON BROWN MEN 


So ‘Democrats Style Philippine 
Bill Passed by House 


YMcCall, of Massachusetts, Bitterly 
Denounces the Policy of His 
Party — Three Louisiana 
Democrats Cast Votes 
for the Measure. 


Washington, December 18.—The bill to 
temporarily provide revenue for the Phil- 
ippine islands passed the house today by 
a vote of 163 to 128. Five republicans— 
Messrs. McCall of Massachusetts, Little- 
field of Maine, Heatwole, Eddy and Ste- 
vens of Minncsota—voted with the demo- 
crats againeé the bill and three demo- 
crats—Messrs. Robertson, Davey and 
Broussard of Louisiana—voted with the 
republeans. Mr. 
Louisiana, was paired in favor of the 
bill with Mr. Foster, an Illinois demo- 
crat. Mr. Warner, of Illinois, who voted 
against the Porto Rican bill last con- 
gress, voted for the Philippine measure 
today. Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana, who 
also voted against the Porto Rican bill, 
was «absent. 

Taunts for Democrats. 

In the course of th edebate today the 
democrats were geveral times taunted 
with their failure to present an alterna- 
tive proposition for the pending measure, 
but just before the vote was taken on the 
passage of the bill the attitude of the 
mincrity was defined in a motion to Tre- 
commit, offered by Mr. Richardson, the 
minority leader. It instructed the ways 
and means committee to report the Dill 
back amended so as to reduce the cus- 
toms and internal revenue laws of the 
United States to a revenue basis, to ex- 
tend them to the Philippines until the 
latter, with the aid of the United States, 
should be able to set up a stable, inde- 
pendent government. This proposition did 
nct command a republican vote and the 
three Louisiana democrats, above men- 
tioned, voted against it. Mr. Meyer, of 
Louisiana, was paired against it. 

The speakers today were Messrs. Hep- 
burn, of Iowa, and Dalzell, of Pennsyl- 
vania, for the bill, and Messrs, Henry, of 
Texas: Williams, of Mississipi, McCall, 
republican, of Messachusetts; Greene, of 
Pennsyivania, and McClellan, of New 
York, against. 

The bill passed today imposes the Ding- 
ley ley rates on goods entering the United 
States from the Philippines and the rates 
established by the Philippine commission 
on goods entering the Philippines 
from the United States. It also pro- 
vides fcr the collection of tonnage taxes 
on vessels plying between the United 
States and the Philippines and that for- 
eign vessels may ply between these ports 
until January 1, 1905. The duties and 
taxes collected under the provisions of 
the bill shall go into the Philippine treas- 
ury to be expended for the use and bene- 
fit ef the island. 

Not Murk Interest in Debate. 

The attendance in the galleries today 
did not indicate much public interest in 
the debate. Mr. Henry, of Texas, was the 
first speaker. He dwelt upon the injus- 
tice of the dcuble export and import tax 
cn rice, sugar and tobacco and charged 
that this double taxation was in the in- 
terest of the suger and tobacco trusts. 

Mr. Henry took issue with his Louisiana 
colleagues as to the effect of free trade 
w:th the Philippines upon the sugar in- 
dustry of Louisiana. He pointed out that 
Porto Rico last year produced more sugar 
for export than the Philippines and de- 
nied that free sugar from the islands 
vould threaten the ,Louisiana industry 
with annihilation. The benefits from the 
sele of cottcn and rice, he argued, would 
more than compensate for any injury 
to the sugar industry. 

Mr.. Williems, of Mississippi, said that 
as long as the Philippine archipelago was 
a part of the United States and within 
its domain, it should be treated as part 
of the union with the same equality and 
uniformity enjoyed by the other terri- 
tories. But to avoid the embarrasss- 
ments, hardships and difficulties of the 
situation, he believed we should get rid 
of the islands as soon as we could do so 
with honcr to ourselves and benefits to 
the Filipinos. In conclusion, Mr. Wil- 
liams expressed his concurrence in the 
suggestion made by Mr. DeArmond yes- 
terday that the Philippines be exchanged 
for islands in the West Indies or other 
territories, close to our borders. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, charged that the 
reason the oppositicn gave unanimous 
consent for a tote upon the bill without 
epportuntiy to offer amendmert was be- 
cause they did not wish to present their 
propositions in concrete form. ‘You are 
content to talk,’’ said he, addressing the 
other side. ‘“‘You are afraid to act.’”’ (Re- 
publican applause.) 

Hepburn Against Cuba. 
Mr. Hepburn said he did not believe the 
Tilipinos were capable of self-govern- 
ment. 
“Do you not believe they are as cap- 
able of self-government as the Cubans?” 
inquired Mr. Shafroth, of Colorado. 
“a 6." 
“Then do you not believe in the inde- 
pendence of Cuba’ 
“The democratic party forced the ad- 
ministration into a position where it was 
compelled against its will to declare for 
the independence of Cuba,’’ replied Mr. 
Hepburn amid democratic applause. ‘Oh, 
you may applaud,” he continued, “but I 
predict that before many years you wiil 
yourselves see the unwisdom of giving 
the Cubans independence.” (Republican 
applause.)

Mr. Hepburn said he would like to know 
by what authority they made their de- 
mands. ‘ 

“I spoke for the people of the United 
States,”’ interposed Mr. Shafroth, “those 
who love the declaration of independ- 
ence.’’ (Democratic applause.) 

“When you speak of the people of the 
‘United States,’’ asked Mr. Hepburn, “do 
you include all the people or do you 
eliminate the black people?’” (Laughter.) 

“T include them all,”’ replied Mr. Shaf- 
roth. 

“I don’t believe you could find a prom- 
inent Filipino on the islands,”’ interjected 
Mr. Mercer, of Nebraska, who has just 
returned from the islands, ‘‘who desires 
independence. They desire only a pro- 
tectorate.’”’ 

“I care not what the Filipinos warnt.’’ 
responded Mr. Shafroth, “I am only con- 
cerned with what the American people 
want.’ 

Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, a mem- 
ber of the wavs and means committee, 
who opposed tlie Porto Rican tariff bill 
in the last congress, Opposed the pending 
measure in a vigorous speech. Referring 
to the I#rto Rico decision by the su- 
preme court, Mr. McCall said: 

“Flour of the five justices who uphelé 
the law were of the opinion that the 
fifth justice in deciding with them as- 
sumed a position inconsistent with that 
taken by the same justice in another 
decision promulgated by him on the same 
day. One justice said that the two posi- 
tions were irreconcilable. If his positions 
were irreconcilable. who shall say which 
one was night and which was wrong? 
It may, therefore, fairly be said that up- 
on these questions, which involve our 
power to make the people of the Philip- 
pine islands mere chattels without a 
country, to confer upon them a bastard, 
common law citizensh!p, and cynically to 
force upon them cruel commercial isola- 
tion, the court stands with four and a 
half justices ranged upon one side and 
four and a half upon the other.” 


McCall Attacks Administration. 


So far as the pending bill was con- 
cerned Mr. McCall said that he disbe- 
lieved so profoundly in the administra- 
tion’s Philippine policy that he could 
not support it. 

“What have we seen In the last three 
years?’ he asked. ‘“‘We have witnessed 
the solemn farce of four or five very 
estimable American gentlemen sitting as 
a legislature over ten millions of people, 
of whose language, customs, eonditions 
and existence they were probably igno- 
rant four years ago. We have witnessed 
the spectacle of an American army num- 
bering over 70,000 men engaged in conquer- 
ing a-people struggling for independence. 
We have seen our highest court appar- 
ently forgetfu] that this natfon was es- 
tablished as a protest against the power 
of one people to tax permanently an- 
other people, declaring congress exempt 
from the constitutional Hmitations upon 
the great central power of taxation, and 
thus opening the way for autocratic gov- 
ernment and for the exploitation of sub- 
ject peoples. We have seen our perma- 
nent standing army multiplied more than 
threefold and the expenses of our mili- 
tary establishments approach that of the 
most army-ridden nations of Europe. We 
have seen ourselves take a pos'tion high- 
ly inconsistent in point of justice with 
the Monroe doctrine when, demanding 
that the governments of the overcrowd- 
ed eastern continent shall keep their 
hands off from this hemisphere, we our- 
selves, with hundreds of millions of un- 
tilled acres and vast untouched forests, 
seize at one stroke a thousand islands 
in the other hemisphere. If four years 
ago a writer of burlesque opera had put 
these things in a play he would have 
stood apart and alone in his profession 
as the consummate creator of impossible 
situations. I believe now, as I have al- 
ways believed, that when our commis- 
sioners set their hand to the treaty an- 
nexing the Philippine islands they inau- 
gurated as fatal a policy as any upon 
which a great nation ever embarked. It 
was a policy which has been followed 
by the destruction by us of tens of thou- 
sands of innocent brown men, who had 
never done us any harm and who were 
lured by our Own glorious history to 
fight for their freedom and their homes. 

Blood Cost Is Great. 

“Tt was a policy.-too, as a result of 
which tlh#usands upon thousands of the 
soldiers of American mothers will sleep 
their last sleep upon the banks of the 
Rio Grande and the Pasig. I know it is 
said that it will give us commerce. Our 
trade with those islands appears today 
to have reached the magnificent propor- 
tions of the trade of a corner grocery, 
but if it should promise to bring to this 
country all the wealth of the Indies, I 
believe that our national honor, the pres- 
ervatio§ in their integrity of republican 
institutions, our future pence and safety, 
every dictate of interest and justice de- 
mand that we shall now s0 shape our 
steps that we may return again to the 
God of our fathers.”’ 

After a few remarks By Mr. Greene, 
of Pennsylvania, in ovnposition to the 
bill, Mr. McClellan of New York, closed 
the debate for his side. The acquisition 
of the Philipnine islands, he said, was 
the most costly plunge ever made by a 
reckless gambler at the Monte Carlo of 
international politics. ‘Your justification 
for embarking this country thoon a policy 
of colonialism,’’ said he, ‘‘was that it 
would open new markets for American 
products. And now, despite your solemn 
promise, you pronose this bill to close the 
markets of the Philippines to the people 
of the United States. As long as you keen 
up the bars of profectig@n and forbid 
the Filipinos to trade with us, just so 
long will they remain our enemies. If 
they cannot sell to ua, they will not buy 
from us, and if they cannot trade with 
us, their sympathies will follow their in- 
terests. If you tear down the bharbarous 
restrictions of a protective tariff between 
different parts of our territory, you will 
not only open new morkets for American 
products, but, by vermitting the Filipinos 
to prosper, vou will have begun the work 
of pacification and of fitting them for 
self-zovernment."’ 


Dalzell Closes Debate. 


The debate was closed by Mr. Dalzell, 
of Pennsylvania, in a speech of an hour. 
He drew a parallel between the govern- 
ment of the Louisiana territory imme- 
diately after its acquis¥ion and the gov- 
ernment of the Philippines to show that 
the latter was less arbitrary and despotic 
than the former. He commended to those 
on the rieht side who were so zealous 
of the rights of the “little brown men” 


Yin the Philippines the protection of the 


rights of the black men in the south. 
“This measure purports to be a revenue 
bill,”” interrupted Mr. McDermott of New 
Jersey. " 

“Can he cite any act which imposed 
a duty upon goods from one territory 
or state to anothers’ 

“Certainly,’’ replied Mr. Dalzell. “Tf 
the gentleman will examine history he 
will find that duties were levied for a 
long time on goods from the territory 
of Louisiana, and also, of Florida.” (Re- 
publican applause, followed by laughter 
as Mr. Mann, of Illinois. called out to 
Mr. McDermott: “Go ‘’way back and 
sit down.’’) 

“I mean an act of congress,” persisted 
Mr. McDermott. “He cannot cite me to 
any act of congress, because there is 
none,”’ 

Mr. Dalzell declined to be interrupted 
further. 

Mr. Dalzell taunted the other side 
with their utter inability to present any- 
thing as a_ substitute for the pending 
bill. He said they desired to make their 


protest as ineffectual as possible. He 
commended to those on the other 
side who were so zealous of the 


rights of the ‘littl brown men” in the 
Philippines the protection of the rights 
of the black men in the south. Those 
on the other side declaimed about the 
“consent of the governed,’’ while in some 
of the southern states their friends were 
writing into organic law methods for re- 
lieving themselves of the consent of the 
governed. (Republican applause.) 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Dalzell’s 
remarks Mr. Richardson, the minority 
leader. moved to réecommit the bill- with 
the following instructions: 

“To report a bill reducing the tariff 
laws and internal revenue laws now in 
force in other portions of the United 
States to a revenue basis; and to apply 
the same to all portions of the United 
States, including the Philippine islands, 
to be in effect until order has been 
restored there and the Filivinos permfit- 
ted, with the aid of the United States, . 
to establish a stable and independent

BY VENEZUELA 


President Castro Says That He 
Will Not Stand Coercion 


His Official Organ States That Ger- 
man War Ships Are Not Feared 
and That if Pushed Terri- 
ble Reprisals Will Be 
Taken. 


Willemstadt, Island of Curacoa, Decem- 
ber 18.—La Republica, the Venezuelan 
official organ at Caracas, published an 
editorial yesterday ending as follows: 

“If the German government is informed 
that the presence of a few warships will 
suffice to effect an arrangement of her 
outstanding claims, it has been deceived. 
Venezuela is conscious that she is an in- 
dependent nation, the equal of the other 
powers, and she is determined to defend 
that independence and equality. She ‘s 
desirous of peace; but if necessary she 
can cause hurt to her enemies and exer- 
cise terrible reprisals. General Castro.is 
determined on this. He will in no case 
suffer Venezuela to be humiliated or al- 
low her rights to be despised.”’ 

Other Venezuelan papers comment .on 
the situation in a similar strain. 

There is excitement at Caracas over the 
military scandals involving Generals 
Davila and Sanchez. After his appoint- 
ment as military commandant at Caracas, 
Davila insulted the war minister on the 
street. He has now been deprived of his 
command. 

Ugly charges from Guajira are made 
against General Davila in Maracaibo. 


CHILE IS PREPARING FOR WAR 


It Is Stated That She Has Bought a 
Russian Battleship. 

Buenos Ayres, December 18, via Gal- 
veston.—It is asserted here that Chile will 
not réject the modifications to the original 
Chilean note suggested wy Argentina, but 
that she will make certain objections 
thereto which will render necessary 
further conferences ard discussions. — It 
is conceded, hewever, that even these ob- 
jections from Chile set forth that coun- 
try’s sincere desire to effect a peaceful 
settlemenc of the trouple. 

The Diario publishes a telegram from 
Valparaiso to the effect that Chile has 
succeeded in concluding negotiations for 
the purchase of the RKusstan battleship 
Retvizan. 

The Diarco publishes a telegram from 
Valparaiso to the effect that Chile has 
succeeded in concluding negotiations for 
the purchase of the Russian battleship 
Retvizan, built by the Crump Ship Build- 
ing Company, of Philadelphia, and that, 
further, Chile has obtained a formal 
promise from the builders of the cruiser 
and of the three torpedo boat destroyers, 
which were bought the early part of this 
month, to deliver the vessels in question 
some time next January. 


STRIKES DECLARED LAWFUL. 


Important Ruling Is Made by St. 
Louis Judge. 

St. Louis, December 18.—In the St. Louis 
circuit court today Judge Talty decided 
that strikes were lawful and that any 
number of men may band toget®fer for 
the purpose of enforcing a demand for an 
increase of wages by leaving the service 
of their employers. Certain union steam 
fitters struck for higher wages, and Chase 
& Co, secured a temporary injunction to 
restrain the unions from interfering with 
their business. 

The court refused to make the injunc- 
tion permanent,

State Pays Tribute at Andersonville to 
Soldiers’ Memery. 


ADDRESS BY GOVERNOR NASH 


Trend of the Occasion Was To Wipe 
Out Sectional Traces — Monu- 
ment Lacked Much of Com- 
pletion—Much Enthusi- 
asm Shown. 


Andersonville, Ga., December 18.—(Spe- 
clal.)—With eloquent speeches by the 
governor and most prominent citizens 
of Ohio, sounding the death-knell of 
sectionalism in every line, and redolent 
of stirring reminiscence, the monument 
commemorating the death and suffering

of 1,055 Ohio soldiers was dedicated here 
In spite of the severity of the 


lacked much of completion the ceremo- 
nies were conducted with remarkable en- 
thusiasm. 

The most notable addresses were those 
delivered by Governor Nash, W. L. Cur- 
president of the Ohio Ex-Prisoners 
Association, and Colonel D. S&S. 
There were also songs and a 
poem, by Mrs. Emogene M. Marshall, 
appropriate to the occasion. 

Promptly at 10 o'clock this morning 
the exercises were onened with song, 
and prayer by the Rev. W. M. Haines, 
chaplain of the Ohio Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Home. This was followed by an address 
from W. L. Curry, of Columbus. 

Mr. Curry reviewed tersely the cam- 
paigns «ound Atlanta and in ather parts 
of the state, ‘and spoke of the shrewd 
generalship of Sherman, In conclusion 
he paid a glowing tribute to General 
Joseph E. Johnston, and the bravery of 
the confederate soldiers who partici- 
pated in the many bloody battles 
throughout Georgia. 

Flag Is Presented. 

He presented the official flag of the 
association to Mrs. S. 'M. E. Batell, ghair- 
man of the board of managers of the 
Woman's Relief Corps committee on 
prison grounds. 

In a brief speech, couched in terms of 
sentiment and patriotism, Mrs. Batell 
transfered the flag to Captain Wilson, in 
charge of the grounds at Andersonville, 
and the emblem was run up to the pinna- 
cle of the pole amid cheering from the 
Ohioans present. 

Captain E. F. Taggart, commanding the 
department of Ohio, next addressed the 
assembly. He said, in part: 

“To me, this gathering here today is 
a sacred gathering—sacred in thoughts 
and memories it awakens, and sacréd in 
the sacrifices it commemorates, 2nd the 
cecasion upen which we assemble fills 
us with patriotic emotion. Interesting tv 
many of us are the scenes we have wit- 
nessed here on this memorable prison 
ground. I venture to say none of them 
have so quickened the patriotic feeling 
as the service we perform today, in the 
dedication of this beautiful monument 
to the memory of Ohio's 1,055 loyal sons 
who, here on this ground, contributed 
their lives to save this government from 
dissolution. 

‘The state of Ohio can well be proué 
of this beautiful shaft; it is a fitting 
tribute to her soldiers living and her sol- 
diers dead, and tn the presence of yonder 
dead, Met us learn a new lesson, gain a 
higher conception of life and apply to our 
daily hives the principles of patriotism. 
liberty and heroism, which prompted 
these men to ley down their iives for 
country and home, and Ged grant us all 
grece to live as those men died. . . 

“By the sacrifices of these men, both 
living and dead, this country was made 
ore and indivisible. The union was pre- 
served and is now maintained by the sires 
and sons of the army of Grant and the 
army of Lee, a reunited cttizenship that 
knows no north. no south, no east, no 
west, but only one country and one flag, 
and that the Stars and Stripes. 

“The destiny of the human race in the 
future will be largely guided by this gov- 
ernment, and the necessity of patriotic 
teaching is of more importance today 
than it was in the early history of our 
ecuntry.”’ 

The Monument Tendered. 

Colonel D. 8S. Wilder, of Columbus, then 
delivered the address, formally tendering 
the monument to the state government of 
Ohio. He spoke impressively of all that 
it stands for: the patriotism, the suffer- 
ing and brave deaths of the soldiers of 
the state, and the generous appreciation 
by the people of Ohio which had inspired 
the erection of the monument which was 
today to be formally dedicated. 

In behalf of the state Governor Nash 
mecepted the monument in a brief and 
happily worded speech. He said: 

“The state of Ohio accepts’. this 
noble shaft, in the broad, generous spirit 
in which it 1s tendercd. 

“Since arriving on this historic ground, 
made so by the brave deeds and success- 
ful works of the north and south, I have 
been very deeply interested. 

“We are now standing on most sacred 
ground, made so by the suffering and 
death of more than 1,008 of Ohio’s bravest 
soldiers. While we stumd here, we shouid 
recall what these patricts would say to us 
were they here. 

“They would say, ‘Rejoice, because the 
government of our land has been main- 
ained, and because the flag waves in 
triumph over all the land, not only 
throughout the United States, but in 
strange countries beyond our bounda- 
ries.’ 

“It seems that they would say, ‘Work, 
so that every citizen will love this dag 
and country as we loved it from 1861 to 
18665.’

The benedicticn by Chaplain Haines 
concluded the prograi me. 
_The purpose for which the party came 
irom Ohio, the unveiling of the monu- 
ment, was unaccomplished. Through a 
confusion of dates and misinformation 
the party arrived in Andersonville some 
weeks before the morument wos cora- 
pleted, although this fact did not detract 
irom the enthusiasm of the moment. The 
perty left Andersonville in their private 
car at 2 O'clock this afternoon, and will] 
reach home tomorrow night.

BIRMINGHAM IS ENJOINED 


City Is Restrained from Committing 
a Sewerage Nuisance. 


SUIT BROUGHT BY SANDEFUR 


City Claimed Right Acquired by Ten 
Years’ Use—Supreme Court 
Thought Differently. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-An opinion of importance to the 
cities of the state was rendered by the 
supreme court today in the case of the 
city of Birmingham v. James L. Sande- 
fur. 

The only outlet for the sewage of Birm- 
ingham is Valley creek. Sandefur has a 
farm and lives on the creek, near the 
mouth of the sewer. He tolerated this 
condition of affairs for ten years and 
then obtained an injunction from the 
court of chancery perpetually restraining 
the city from committing this nuisance 
ro detrimental to his health and property. 

The city appealed, its two main con- 
tentions being the prescriptive right ac- 
quired by ten years’ use and the necessi- 
ties of 60,000 persons. 

The supreme court sustains the iower 
court, holding in effect that the number 
of persons committing the nuisance is no 
defense; that the time limit does not run 
injunctions against nuisances and 
the legislature itself has not the power to 
aythorize a nuisance without just com- 
pensation to the property owner. 

The decision ¢éntimates clearly’ that 
every one along thie creek has a right to 
use its unpolluted waters for domestic 
Purposes, and the city of Birmingham is 
left without defense against any number 
of additional injunctions and sults. 

The result of the opinion, it is believed, 
will be to compel the city to buy up the 
land along the creek.

Sensational Move in Case of Noted 
Swindlers. 


HABEAS CORPUS IS GRANTED 


Howard, Hawley and Daley Allege 
They Are Deprived Unlawfully 
of Their Liberty. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 18.—(Special.) 
There was a sensational move here today 


Bynum & Bynum and James H. Pou, of 
this state, in the case of the noted gold 
brick swindlers, Howard, Hawley and 
Ialey, of Hlinois, now in the penitentiary 
here. The swindlers, through their at- 
icrneys, applied to Judge Purnell, of the 
federal court, for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 

The petition alleged that they are de- 
prived of liberty and denied equal rights 
with other citizens of the United States; 
that they were convicted of an offense 
not covered by North Carolina statutes 
or common law, and also in violation of 
the fourteenth amendment to the United 
States constitution. 

Judge Purnell, being satisfied from 
prima facie evidence that he ought to 
issue the writ, did so, making it return- 
able before himself here December 26. 
Whether he will sentence the swindlers is 
another thing. It is not thought he will 
overrule the state supreme court as to 
the statute and common law not covering 
this case. 

Attorneys for the swindlers made 
verbal appiication to Chief Justice Fur- 
ches. of the state supreme court, for a 
writ of error and supersedeas. While he 
was willing to grant the writ, he would 
not grant the supersedeas. The applica- 
tion ma@e to him has been withdrawn. 

The petition’ for habeas corpus is very 
much like that for a writ of error, but, 
of course, the state supreme court had 
nothing to do with the federal question 
raised as to a violaticn of the fourteeath 
amendment.

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Spanish War Claims. 

Ex-Senator William E. Chandler, oc 
New Hampshire, who is at the head of 
the government commission appointed 
to investigate the validity of the Span. 
ish war claims, is so appalled by the 
magnitude of the work before the com- 
mission that he has been forced to 
make complaint of the inadequate pro- 
vision for protecting the interests of 
the government. 

Betore the commission commenced 
work there were as manv as 265 claims 
on file in the office of the secretary 3° 
war, ageregating in value $38,933.308, 
but since then the number of claims 
has grown to 494, aggregating $60,158, 
878 in value. The several claimants 
are represented by 127 different attor- 
neys, some of whom rank among tho 
foremost members of the legal profes- 
sion in the United States: and the 
character of the talent employed to 
prosecute the claims not onlv shows 
the seriousness with which the claims 
are being urged, but also demorn- 
strates the necessity of securing tal- 
ent equally as able to represent the 
government before the commission 
Obviously, unless the attorneys for the 
government are equally matched 
against the attorneys for the claim- 
ants there will be an. opening for 
fraud and injustice, and the vovern- 
ment will come out the loser. This is 
the ground upon which Senator Chan- 
dler makes complaints. 

So far the provisions the gover:- 
ment has made for protecting itself 
against the wiles of exorbitant and 
dishonest claimants consist in the 
employment of an assistant attorne~ 
general at $5.990 a vear. and three as- 
sistants at $299 a month for the time 
actually emploved. but in spite of the 
ntmost efforts which this profession .| 
force has been ab!* to exert un to date 
it appears that the work incumbent 
upon the attornevs for the govern. 
ment is greater than the force can ac- 
complish. Senator Chandler insists 
that the employment of an inadequate 
force of attornevs ton renres*nt the 
government is inconsistent with thor- 
ouch or satisfactory work and that 
while it mav cost the government sev- 
eral thousand dollars more to increase 
the force to such an extent as to make 
it comménsrate with the interests at 
stake, it will be the part of prudence 
to incur the extra expense, as it mav 
insure the saving of millions of dollars 
to the pockets of the people. 

There is merit in Senator Chan- 
dler’s complaint. If it is necessary for 
an investigating committee to he ap- 
nointed to inquire into the validity of 
the Spanish war claims, it is certainly 
of the ufmost importance that th 
work of the commission should be thor. 
ough. Otherwise it should not he un- 
dertaken at all. Senator Chandler’s 
claim shonld be viven prompt atten- 
tion and if found in order no tim 
should be lost in supplying the need- 
ed reinforcements. 
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Postmaster General Smith’s Resig- 
nation. 

The resignation of Hon. Charles 
Emory Smith, postmaster general, 
marks the first break in the McKinley 
cabinet since President Roosevelt 
went into office. As is usual at such 
times, various reasons are given for 
the action taken. One report is that 
Mr. Smith has gi.en up his portfol'o 
on account of pressure from the Quay 
faction in Pennsylvania. It is true, he 
has fought that gang of boodlers ‘or 
many years, but tc say he was forced 
out by .them would be equivalent to 
saying President Roosevelt had sur- 
rendered to a notoriously corrupt ele- 
ment of his party, and nothine in the 
president’s private or political life 
would justify any such belief. 

The real reason for the resignation 
is, without doubt, the one which the 
postmaster general gives, namely, that 
he has long wished to resume his dn- 
ties as editor of The Philadelphia 
Press. The editorship of a great pa- 
per like The Philadelphia Press is of 
more tmportance than a place in the 

cabinet, and the task is more conre- 

nial to one trained in long years of 
journalistic labor. It is not surpris- 
ing that Mr. Smith, after having worn 
the honors of the office and accom- 
plished a number of notable reforme, 
should give up his portfolio and return 
to the profession to waich he has de 
yoted so tianv years of his life, and in 
which he holds national prominence. 

Mr. Smith’s administration of the 
postoffice department has been char- 
acterized not only by the business-like 
methods pervading every branch of the 
service, but especially by the wonderfnl 
development of the free rural mail 
Aelivery system. When Mr. Smith as- 

med charge of the postoffice denart- 


nt that service was practically in| 


observati.n of a practical business 
man he recognized its importance an! 
gave special attention to the develop- 
ment of the system, until it now ex. 
tends to all parts of the country, serv- 
ing millions of farmers daily. - Tu 
statement is made in the last reporis 
of the department that in three or four 
years the service will be co-extensive 
with the public roads of practically 
every section of the country. 

If Mr. Smith had done nothing else, 
this great work would entitle him to 
the everlasting gratitude of the people 
everywhere—those in the cities and 
towns no less than those on the farms. 


Monopoly and Wireless Telegraphy. 
‘lhe worst break that monopoly lias 
recorded recentiy was made when 
Marconi was notified a day or two ago 
to get out of Newioundiand with his 
Wireless telegrapuy apparatus. 

This man and his backers are 2n 
gaged in experiments that the whole 
world is watching with interest. What 
he has accomplished already entitles 
him to the everlasting gratitude of 
mankind. Every day the press pub- 
lishes news from ships at sea long he- 
fore their masts show above the hori 
zon from the most remote stations and 
to the most powerful glasses. Signals 
of distress and news of vessels sup- 
posed to be lost can reach those on 
shore. 

If this last experiment is a success, 
then the ocean trip ceases to be the 
impenetrable blank it has been. La 
Gascogne, disabled, no longer leaves 
anxious thousands wondering as to her 
fate. The vessel a thousand miles out 
flashes the news tifat she is sinking 
and almost every ship ploughing the 
deep may get information of the im- 
pending disasier. That much seems 
to be within. the bounds of reasonable 
hope. With such a consummation pos- 
sible. it does not seem that any ir- 
tellicent set of men would have the 
hardithood to face the world with a 
proposition to ston Marconi’s exper! 
ments. Yet here it is:

Sir: We are instructed by the Angelo- 
American Telegraph Company that vou 
are at present in this colony engaged in 
the work of telegraphic communication, 
and that vou have appliances erected 
within this colony to carry on said work. 
On behalf of the Anglo-American Tele- 
graph Comnany we hereby give you no- 
tice that the sole and exclusive right to 
operate or construct any system or 
means by which telegraphic communica- 
tion is brought from any place or places 
in the colony or within the jurisdiction 
of the government of the colony to any 
place or places outside the colony is 
owned and possessed by them; conse- 
quently the work you are now engaged 
in within the colony is in direct violation 
of the rights and privileges of our client.

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Our Trade with Cuba. 

Unless we are indifferent to the 
matter of our trade relations with 
Cuba it is high time that we wer> 
taking steps to prevent Germany from 
stepping off with what rightfully be 
longs to us. 

Taking the figures recentlv compiled 
by the insular affairs division of the 
war department as ttie basis of our 
calculations, it seems that there is 
cause for very grave anprebensions on 
our part. For example. the total value 
of the merchandise imported by Cuba 
from the United States durinr the past 
fiscal vear aggregated $65,050,141. 
against $71,681,187 for the year pre- 
ceding, whereas the total value of the 
merchandise imported bv the United 
States from Cuba during the past vear 
areregated $63,115,821. against $45.- 
9°92 2846 for the nreceding vear. Thus 
it will be seen that while this country 
has purchased goods from Cuba in 
larger qouantities than ever before, 
there has been no disvosition on the 
part of Cuba to return the compliment 
in the way of recinrocal purchases. 
but on the contrary there has been an 
evident disposition on her part to lav- 
ish her commercial favors upon othcr 
markets, 

Let us see if we are warranted in 
makine this statement. Cuba’s trace 
with this conntry last vear, instead of 
increasing, as it should have done, de- 
creased nearly 7 ner cent, while the 
trade with Germany increased nearly 
20 per cent. True, she made muh 
larger purchases from this country 
than from Germany, but ff she con- 
tinnes to favor Germany at the ex- 
nense of this country by givine the 
German markets an increasing per- 
centage of her trade. {it will not he 
long hefore she ceases to trade In the 
American markets altogether. Ger- 
many has won favor in the eves of 


Cuba for the reason that she has so 


where the experiments can be proceed- | 


while on the other hand she herself 
has found many additional articles to 
purchase in the West Indian markets. 

No time should be lost Iu ascertain- 
ing what steps we had best take to im- 
prove our trade relations with Cuba. 
We have incurred too mucu loss of 
blood and treasure in the effort to de- 
liver Cuba from Spanish thralldom to 
sit idly by and see some other power 
gobble up the commercial returns 
which should be pouring into our own 
coffers. 


And Now They Are After Dewey. 

Thé most amusing feature of the 
Schley business is the fact that the 
republicans are now after Dewey be- 
cause he expressed the opinion that 
Schley was not dilatory, and that he 
was in full command at Santics;o and 
entitled to ali the glory. The special 
correspondent of The New York Press, 
Tlic Chicago Inter Ocean and other re- 
publican papers says, under a Wash- 
ington date: 

Admira| Dewey may be made the ob- 
ject of an inferential censure on account 
of his personal opinion which he attached 
to the official report of the court of in- 
quiry that sustained the _ specifications 
of the precept in the Schley case. 

This censure probably will take the 
form of pointed comment in Secretary 
Loneg’s indorsement of the findings of the 
court. 

Dewey again seems to have fallen into 
a hole. He sympathizes with Schley and, 
after agreeing to the findings which ut- 
terly destroyed Schley'’s contention that 
he did his duty before the battle, sought 
to lighten the blow by adding his per- 
sonal opinion. , 

As a politician Dewey is as innocent as 
a child, as was shown by his announce- 
ment in 1900 that he would be the candi- 
date for president of either party that 
might select him. The democrats found 
it impossible to take him for their candi- 
date in 1900, and they are now ready to 
use him and his sympathy for Schley 
to help in a campaign against the re- 
publican administration. 

The correspondent says there is a 
well-defined movemenc to make Schley 
the democratic nominee. Nothing that 
Schley has ever done or said justifies 
this statement. Schley bas reiused to 
allow ss friends to pay the expenses 
of his trial, has refused to lecture or 
trade on his fame, has without a mur- 
mur let Sampson take all the prize 
money for a figat in which he did noi 
take part, and has been so modest anil 
retiring that nobody but a political 
understrapper would attribute to .him 
any trickery whatever. 

General Felix Agnus, editor of The 
Baltimore American, says if the mat- 
ter keeps up Schley will be the dem- 
ocratic nominee in 1904, anid the Ne- 
braska democrats have started a 
Schley boom. All such talk is pre- 
mature. It is doubtful if anything but 
an absolutely united party could force 
Schley into the race and cer‘ainly he 
cannot be pleased with such exvres- 
sions at this time.

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Murderous Reconcentration. 
(From The Boston Globe.) 

How far British reconcentration in the 
land of the Boers of South Africa differs 
from Weyler reconcentration under Spain 
in Cuba one may judge, perhaps, from 
certain official statistics made public by 
the tory government of Great Britain. 

In the reeoncentraticn camps in South 
Africa there were 3,156 deaths of whites 
in October, of which number 2,63 were 
children. and 2,807 deaths of whites in 
November, of which 2,271 were ehfidren. 

The whole number of deaths in these 
camps for six months past was 13,941, or 
a death rate approximating 253 per year 
per thousand. 

These are official figures, published in 
the latest issue of the Blue Book, given 
to the public on Saturday last. Unless 
an attempt is made to maintain that such 
a frightful mortality as that recorded in 
this compend is ‘‘no worse’ than the 
death rate among Boers, men, women and 
children, at home and under normal liv- 
ing conditicns, it is difficult to imagine 
how the subjugatory authorities in South 
Africa can hope to escape the conse- 
quences of such a terrible indictment of 
facts. 


While We Eat We Live. 
(From The New Ycrk World.) 
Doubticss many interesting facts and 
some important ones will be brought out 
if Professor Atwater, of Wesleyan unmi- 
versity, gets his additional $10,00¢ a year 
from congress to spend in investigating 
the dietaries. of the nation’s farmers. 
wage workers, negroes, Chinese, “‘poor 
whites” and other people. There is al- 
ready an annual appropriation of $20,000 
for general studies in food and nutrition. 
Yet when each half in America has be- 
ecme informed as to what the other half 
eats, the world will be full of problems 
of the diet.

The plain liver draws a moral 
from the bon vivant, and vice versa. We 
read of happiness in $100-a-plate banquets 
and satisfaction in ll-cent dinners. And 
out of the whole matter the one general 
truth which looms unchangeably is that 
the average man eats and thrives on 
what he likes—if he can get it. 


European Views of Marconi’s Tri- 
umph. 
(From The New York Herald.) 

Great enthusiasm has been excited 
atroad by 
patches from St. Johrs, Newfoundland, re- 
porting Signor Marconi's announcement 
that he had there received wireless sig- 
nals from the coast of Cornwall. 

While awarding the highest prafse to 
the young inventecr, the London newspa- 
pers contend that, owing to the slowness 
and uncertainty of wireless communica- 
tion, there is no immediate possiblity of 
its competing with thé eable systems. 
Sir William Preece, the famous English 
electrician, formerly associated with Sig- 
nor Marccn! in>experimental work, ex- 
presses the opinion that the three clicks 
or. dots constituting the letter “S’’ might 
be produced by electricity from the  at- 
mosphere. 

He dces not question the possibility of 
the trans-Atlantic transmission of this sig- 
nal, but holds that the facts as they have 
reached him are not conciusive. 


Ohio Republican Discord.

We hardly anticipate serious trouble 
from the jealousies bétween Senator Han- 
na and Senator Forakef'in Ohio. Hanna 
is pledged to support Foraker for reelec- 
tion to the senate, and jit ig probably too 
late for him to go-back on his agree- 
ment, if he desires to do 80. Hanna has 
three vears from the 4th of next March 
to serve in the senate and Foraker is 
likely to have seven years from that 
time. So there is not much rivalry to be 
apprehended as regards their respective 
desires of office for themselves: Tt is not 
likely that Hanna will. be the power 
behind the throne with President Roose- 
velt that he was with President McKin- 
ley, but, if Henna makes any issue on 
this point, it will be of wider signifi- 
cance than in relations to the politics of 
Ohio. Foraker would naturally be op- 
posed to him in such cn event, but the 
treuble would not begin with their jeal- 
ousies in Ohio; it would take on larger 
proportions; besides which, the personal 
sympathy on the part of Roosevelt to- 
ward Foraker is not to be expected to 
have an intense character. 


Why Not Censure Dewey? 
(From The Philadelphia Times.) 

Attention has becn cajled to the fact 
that Admiral Benham and Admiral Ram- 
say have each a son in the navy, while 
Admiral Dewey alone hase no favors to 
ask of the department. But is Dewey en- 
tirely unprejudiced? Who knows of what 
disregard of orders he was guilty while 
the cable was.cut that time? And how 
would he like to have his conduct at Ma- 
nila investigated? Did he not stop in the 
very midst of the engagement ard draw 
off for breakfast? Did not that show 
“vaccilation, dilatoriness and lack of en- 
terprise?”” And where was his written 
pian of battlé? The fact is that Dewey's 
whole proceedings, from the time he left 
Hong Kong, were in constant violation 
of precedent and of the navy regulations. 
If the bureau of navigaticn could have 
got at him, there is no doubt that he 
would have been reproved. And if Tgn- 
ham and Ramsay had been sitting oh him, 
we may be sure they would have found 
him guilty. It is no wonder that Dewey 
sympathized with Schley. 


A Slaughter of Innocents.

It is quite natural that the British war 
office should desire to supplement the 
mortality report of the concentration 
camps of South Africa with explanations 
and excuses for the fearfu! story that is 
told by the figures given out.- To shift 
the blame for the exceedingly high death 
rate upon the habits of the campers and 
upon the poor physical condition of many 
of the refugees when they were brought 
into the camps is a vain endeavor to 
make the picture less gloomy and fore- 
boding.

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TURPENTINE MUCH WANTED. 


Factors Are Slow About Taking Fu- 
ture Delivery Orders. 
Savannah, Ga., December 18.—(Special.) 
Buyers of naval stores are finding it al- 
most impossible to make contracts for 
spirits of turpentine for future delivery. 
From 35 to 37 cents per gallon is freely 
offered for ‘“May-August’’ delivery, but 
the factors decline to- make any such 
contracts for their customers. Their idea 
is that from 41 to 42 cents its about as 
low as they can afford to market the next 

crop in advance. 

Since the operators were so badly 
caught in 1898, when they sold future con- 
tracts at 35 to 37 and the market went all 
the way from 45 to 54, they have been 
very shy of the future business. Owing 
to this and other causes practically no 
future contracts were sold last year. 

With the present general movement 
among the operators to curtail the output 
and the further fact that the present 
season has been a hard one for both fac- 
tors and operators, there is a general 
tendency to draw in. 

The factors feel assured that the price 
of spirits next season will easily exceed 
40 cents. °

DitS SUDDEN 


Death Came While He Was 
Talking to a Little Gid, 


A Citizen of Atlanta Many Years. 
Death Was Unexpected—Coro- 
ner Will Not Hold an In- 
quest—Sketch of His 
Life. 


While talking to a little girl in the 
store of W. 8. Beckman, corner of White- 
hall street and Murphy avenue, yesterday 
éfternoon shortly after 4 o'clock, Major 
French Strange, a journalist, and for 
many years a citigen of Atlanta, dropped 
dead from heart disease. 

He left his home, at No. 32 Norcross 
street, in West End, and walked to the 
store for the purpcse of making a few 
purchases. He met the proprietor and 
asked a few questions about trading 
stamps. Mr. Beckman’s little 5-year-old 
daughter entered the store. Major 
Strange was always fond of children and 
he patted the child on the head and ask- 
ed her how she liked the weather. As 
the child was about to frame an answer, 


‘Major Strange staggered backward, reel- 


ed and fell heavily to the floor. By the 
time Mr. Beckman could reach his side 
he was dead. Death seemed to have been 
instantaneous. 

Major Strange had not made any com- 
plaint during the day of feeling unwell 
and when he left his home to go to the 
store he appeared in good health. 

The coroner was notified and after an 
investigation he decided that an inquest 
was unnecessary. The body was removed 
to the hcme on Norcress street. 

Sketch of His Life. 

French Strange lived in Atlanta many 
years. He was a man of fine education 
and of literary ability. At one time he 
was editor cf an Atlanta weekly paper.

The indict- 
ments were returned after the jurors had 
examined £. H. Peacock, city missionary 
for the Baptist tabernacle and a member 
of the anti-vice committee, and City De- 
tectives Bone and Fogg. 

It is learned that a list of about ten 
cases was before the jury, and it is fur- 
ther understood that evidence was pre- 
sented involving a leading city hotel. The 
grand jury adjourned yesterday to meet 
again on January 17, and it is likely that 
the investigation will be further prose- 
cuted at that time. 

Detectives Bone and Fogg, it is under- 
stood. have been assisting Mr. Peacock in 
the crusade, and also that it was at their 
request he was summoned before the jury. 
The cases jin which indictments are re- 
turned will be tried before Judge John 8 
Candler in the criminal superior court. 
The others, in which accusations were 
sworn out, will be tried before Judge A. 
E. Calhoun in the city criminal court. Two 
have already been tried, verdicts of not 
guilty being rendered. 

The grand jury, it is understood, also 
had under consideration yesterday the 
resolution recently passed by the. city 
council to increase the salaries of sev- 
eral of the clerks at the city hall. It ts 
believed the jury will recommend that the 
salaries be not fncreased. 


Mistrial in Land Case. 


Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of, the superior 
court, yesterday morning declared a mis- 
trial in the ease involving the McIntyre 
estate at the corner of Auburn avenue 
and Randolph streets. The jury went out 
late Tuesday afternoon, and after being 
out all night announced yesterday morn- 
ing that they could not agree on a verdict. 

The plaintiffs, J. W. L. Pratt and his 
three minor children, are seeking to re- 
cover a four-twenty-fifths interest in the 
estate. The issue in the case is as to the 
validity of a sheriff's sale in 1900, by which 
the property was sold to L. J. Daniel un- 
der an execution in favor of H. Lynch.

Mr. Atkinson writcs in a light vein and 
declares that the statement of Messrs. 
Smith and Hillyer has caused him con- 
siderable amusement. He refers. to 
Messrs. Smith, Hillyer, Tapp and O'Neill 
as the “Big Quartette.”” In closing the 
cara, however. Mr. Atkinson declares he 
proposes to stop the bickering and strife 
and work for the upbuilding of the city. 

His card follows: 

Editor Constitution: I am indebted to 
the card of Messrs. Hoke Smith and 
Judge Hiliyer, published by you on the 
18th instant, for quite an amount of 
amusement and entertainment. It is 
really funny to see how Messrs. Smith 
and Hillyer have cut loose from Messrs. 

These four came to he 
familiarly known ir the discussion before 
council as the “Big Quartette,’’ mind you, 
not the ‘‘Florodoro Sextette,’”’ and it 1s 
really laughable to see how Messrs. Smith 
and Hillyer have attempted to run from 
under, and leave the burden of the po- 
sitions the whole four of them took before 
council to be borne alone by Messrs. 
O'Neill and Tapp. 

With wise and solemn frown, and in 
deep Websterian strains, Judge Hillyer 
opened the onslaught upon these proper- 
ties. Iie sounded the keynote of alarm 
by comparing them to the Standard Oil 
trust, the United States. steel trust, 
Rockefeller, Morgan, and ali the great 
‘“‘bogie’’ men of the country. Then fol- 
iowed in order Colonel Hoke Smith with 
ponderous emphasis in a magnificerit 
physical effort, continuing the attack 
upon these properties—to be in turn fol- 
lowed by the infantry charge of Captain 
O'Neill and the heavy artillery of Colo- 
nel Tapp. 

There was not a note of discord amongst 
the four, and now to think in these few 
short days that this noble quartette has 
been rent asunder in such a rude and un- 
called for manner. 

Another very amusing thing about this 
card is the . delicate, modest, retiring, 
shrinking mauner in which Judge Hiil- 
yer and Mr Smith speak of the great 
obligations resting upon them, growing 
out of the o'fices which their fellow mer 
have thrust hon them—all unsought ond, 
in spite of their protests. 

It is not only amusing, but really pa- 
thetic, to see hcew nchly these two pa- 
triots, in connection with their now dis- 
carded friends O'Neill and Tapp, sup- 
planted the city attorney and his able 
assistant in presenting the law and the 
facts to the city council. It is indeed a

self-sacrificing nature that sustains cne 
through such a situation as this. 

The noble mannef in which Judge Hill- 
yer serves his country in the water board 
whilst he is suffering great pecuniary loss 
by neglecting his lucrative personal bus- 
iness (whatever it may be), and the he- 
roic fortitude shown by Mr. Smith as he 
sits grundly discharging his duties on the 
school board, whilst damage suits are 
sweetlv glidirg past his office doors, calls 
for the admiration and the applause of 
all true lovers of patriotism. 

What a great regret it is that these two 
great and towering intellects have con- 
sumed so much of their time In these two 
boards as to prevent them from ob- 
taining any correct, trustworthy data 
upon which to deal with the questions 
they were discussing, and which left them 
where in order to Keep up a favorable 
comparison with their associates, Messrs. 
O'Neill and Tapp, they nad to resort to 
such viclent measures against there prop- 
erties. 

I understand now why they were driv- 
en to these extremes—why Mr. Smith 
should take the position that the owners 
of these properties could go without their 
interest, and how it is that he fcund it 
in his heart to stand up and threaten, znd 
intimidate and attempt to bulldoze us into 
the acceptance of such con‘secation as he 
an@ Judge Hillyer proposed. ‘ince this 
card, and since my learning of these great 
responsibilities they are discharging, I am 
more cnaritable. Really, if they will re- 
establish the quartette and tie up again 
in their brotherly way with Messrs. 
O'Neill and Tapp, a!l will be torgiven 

One trouvle I see in this situation is that 
Judge Hillyer has rorgotten his wonted 
“abundance of caution’? and Mr. Hoke 
Smith has forgotten the penalties-of in- 
consistency which were on %ne occasion 
taught him by Speaker Crisp, and they 
have both watered their own stock to 
such an extent that they are suffering 
from excessive inflation. 

When more at leasure than now, [ shal] 
not forget these gentlemen, Lut will offer 
my services to consolidate and incorporate 
them, fix the bond issue at cheir csti- 
mate, and if the market does not break 
under the strain, we will all ne mil:ion- 
aires, especially as we will be zubject fo 
neither fanchise nor occupation tax, 

While I cannot enter into rivairy with 
them in a scheme of self-laudation, | am 
willing, and propose that we stop all 
bickering and strife, and each join in 
with the great body of worthy, able and 
energetic citizens of Atlanta, and see 
which one of us can do the most in the 
future to build up and push forward this 
glorious city of ours.

HEAT TAKES WINGS 
COMING OF MONOPOLY 
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Patrons of Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
Wish To Know Who Cut Off the 
Heating Apparatus. 


Who disconnected the heating appa- 
ratus on the cars of the Atlanta Railway 
and Povg2r Company? 

This is the question that has been ask- 
ed during the past few days by almost 
every patron of that system. The con- 
ductors don’t know, the starters don’t 
know and the high officials of the com- 
pany say the cars are heated. In the 
meantime *passengers from the suburbs 
sit in the cars wrapped in their overcoats 
and huddled together to keep warm. 
They keep their hands in their pockets 
and instead of reading the morning pa- 
per, as was their wont, they spend the 
time in watching icicles gather on the 
whiskers of the men and inwardly curs- 
ing someone—they don’t know who. 

The present situation presents a strik- 
ing and interesting contrast and hinges 
about the illusive word ‘Competition.’ 

Last year, when pretty green cars, 
well heated, began to glide through the 
streets of the city, the yellow’cars were 
quickly taken to the shops one by one 
and. equipped with heating apparatus. 
There was much joy among street car 
patrons and many “I told you sos.’’ The 
suburbanite took his favorite seat, open- 
ed his overcoat, removed his gloves and 
read his morning paper with as much 
comfort and delight as he experienced 
whien sitting before his own fire. 

“This t the result of competition,’’ he 
remarked to his neighbor. ‘‘When the 
street railways fight we. the great pub- 
lic, get fhe benefit. Let thém fight, let 
the good work go on! In a short while 
we will have dining cars and all the 
luxuries of home. Competition! It is, in- 
deed, a great thing!” 

But that’ was last year! 

Recently the mercury began to try and 
find its way out of the bottom of the 
tube. So far as the street cars were 
concerned, no worry was felt. It seemed 
a safe proposition that the heat would 


be forthcoming at the proper time. 
When a West Ender boarded a car on

the coldest morning of the coldest day 
of the coldest December in the history 


of Atlanta, he unbuttoned his coat as 
usual; but he did not read his paper. 
Instead he hastily buttoned his over- 


coat and velied at the conductor: 


“Hi, there! Turn on the heat! What's 
the matter with you? Don’t you know 
it’s cold?’’ 


The conductor smiled. ‘It’s turned on 
full—that is, as*full as it is to bé turned 
on. We've got orders not to turn on 
heat under a penalty of a_ ten-days’ 
suspension.”’ 

And then followed a heated argument 
—the argument was as heated as it could 
be with the car like a refrigerator. But 
the conductor stood firm, and the pas- 
sengers grumbled. 

It is probable that the same experience 
was go'@> through by hundreds of pas- 
sengers on that same morning. The he-* 
was turned on one evening and turned 
off the next morning. During Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, the coldest 
days of the year, many cars were with- 
out heat. 

As a result, women and children who 
had occasion to visit the city to indulge 
in holiday shopping have suffered keen- 
ly. The motormen and conductors have 
suffered, and it is safe to say that never 
before hgve so many complaints been 
registered. 

President Woodruff was asked about 
the matter yesterday. 

“Our cars are heated,’’ said he. ‘“‘Many 
of the cars are not equipped with heat- 
ers. In some of them the heaters are 
out of order and cannot be used.’’ 

Minor officials who were asked about 
the matter would not discuss it, but ad- 
mitted that the order making it a ten- 
day-penaltv to turn on the heat had been 
posted. This order, it is said, has not 
been revoked. : ‘

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TABLE HAS BEEN PREPARED.

There will be an increase of $33,000 in 
the school fund for 1902. 

A table showing the items which will 
go to make the fund for next year was 
prepared yesterday by Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright and was turned over to State 
School Commissioner Glenn, who will to- 
day apportion the fund among the 
different counties of Georgia. 

Accerding to the table prepared by the 
comptroller general, the school fund for 
1902 will be $1,538,955.17. There will be an 
increase of more than $10,000 in the poll 
tax, and the increase in the liquor tax 
will also run well over $10,000. There will 
also be an increase of $10,000 in the fees 
received from the inspection of fertilizers.
